Elba City Council okays land deal

Tuesday night the Elba City 
Council approved the sale of three 
acres of land in the Airport 
Industrial Park for a new Elba 
industry. Mayor James Grimes told 
council members that Couch 
Concrete Company was interested 
in Opening a concrete plant in Elba 
and would accept a three acre lot in 
the industrial park, immediately 
behind the National Guard Armory. 
The facility will employ 8-10 peo- 
ple, according to information fur- 
nished to Mr. Grimes. 

The mayor noted that the last land 
sold in this area was for $2500 per 
acre. He recommended the council 
declare this property surplus and 
available to the concrete firm. The 
vote was unanimous in favor of the 
action. 

Another action of lasting impact 
taken by the city council was the 
acceptance of the lone bid for a new 
fire truck. Sunbelt/Emergency | bid 
$198,792, which was several thou- 
sand less than expected, council 
members were told. There is an 
added bonus of a $7,156 discount if 
the vehicle is paid for within 30 
days of placing the order, however 
delivery is several months away. 

Grimes told the council members 
there is a very slim chance of 
approval on an interest free loan the 
city has applied for to finance this 
purchase. He said the “points” 
assigned to the application make it 
unlikely the loan will be approved. 
Council members suggested the 
mayor check with the local banks 
on the cost of a loan for the pur- 
chase of this vehicle. 

The final motion was “buy the 
fire truck and arrange the payment 
plan too best suite the needs of the 
city.” 

L. M. Burch was appointed the 
the Elba Board of Adjustments to 
complete the term of Mrs. Juanita 
Scott, who died recently. The term 
expires in August, 2000. 

The city council approved a new 
six foot fence around the ballpark in 
Mulberry Heights. Grimes present- 
ed the project in two parts, recom- 
mending the city put up the outfield 


fence and later when cash funds are 
better, complete the project. Council 
member Ben Carpenter made a 
motion to do the whole thing at 
once, Grimes and other council 
members agreed. The cost of the 
fence is $4,636. That is for 1,109 
feet of six foot high fencing, plus 
the related gates. 

Monthly bills totaling $39,424.51 
were approved for payment. Some 
of these charges are for flood dam- 
age repair, while others are for rou- 
tine day-to-day business. Vehicle 
repair cost $10,338.28; new library 
books cost $2,089.72; gravel and 
clay for road repair cost $3,104.97; 
advertising was $932.23; balance on 
the police phone system was 
$3,140.41; gates for levee drain 
pipes cost $3,821.80, while engi- 
neering work at the Caroline Street 
bridge and for some street resurfac- 
ing downtown cost $5,440.00. The 
resurfacing is with a $100,000 state 
DOT grant and one of the require- 
ments was that official engineering 
drawings be secured before the 
resurfacing is done. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
reported that the recorder for all 
phones and radiosin the police 
department has arrived and will be 
installed in the near future. This 
equipment was furnished by a grant 
from EMA. The recorder will give a 
permanent record of all phone calls 
and radio transmissions. 

Whitworth said he is working to 
again offer a direct link from busi- 
ness’ security alarms and the police 
department. He noted that some 
insurance companies require this 
link as part of the insurance policy. 
The security firms will furnish the 
equipment but will not pay the 
installation cost. When Whitworth 
knows this amount, he will convey 
that to the mayor, who will work out 
the details with the companies 
involved. 

Sue Atkins and Wanda Little 
addressed the council with com- 
plaints of rats, mosquitoes and 
sewage odors in their neighborhood. 
They referred to a petition, signed 
by several dozen people in the 
neighborhood, which had been pre- 
sented to the City Clerk demanding 


Elba School System’s enrollement 
up from the close of last year

Last Thursday evening the Elba 
City School Board members heard 
Superintendent Charles Pearce 
report that enrollment for the year 
will be up from the closing enroll- 
ment last year. The school lost 38 
Students immediately after the 
March 9th flood, but will gain at 
least 17 new students in the current 
year. Beginning enrollment in the 
school system is projected at 1,069. 

Board members also heard an in- 
depth report on the results of the test 
scores from the latest SAT/9 test 
given to students in the Elba school 
system. Mrs. Harriette Boyd gave 
the board a slide presentation on the 
test results from the nine grades (3 
through 11) which take the annual 
test. One slide showed Elba stu- 
dents in third place in the 3S “clus- 
ter” of similar schools within the 
state. Her presentation also showed 
comparison scores for the three- 
year period the test has been given 
to Elba students. 

According to Mrs, Boyd the 
results from the various parts of the 
test can be used to measure the 
effectiveness of teaching methods, 
and for individual students it will 
highlight strengths and weaknesses 
of that individual’s learning 
process. Each student will review 
his or her individual test results and 
a plan for each student will be “My 
Best,” “My Worst,” and “My Plan.” 

A summary by class sparked the 
following comments by Mrs. Boyd. 
3rd grade - highest score in math 


procedure; lowest score in vocabu- 
lary; The 4th grade had impressive 
math scores and was lowest in read- 
ing; the Sth and 6th grades also 
scored highest in math; the Sth 
grade students were low in social 
science and reading comprehension 
while the 6th grade was low in read- 
ing. 

The 7th grade scored highest in 
language mechanics and in math 
and lowest in reading; the 8th grade 
scored low in vocabulary and math 
procedures; 9th graders scored, on 
the average, high. in language and 
low in reading; !Oth graders scored 
low in reading comprehension and 
math while the | 1th grade was low 
in math, science and reading com- 
prehension, 

The test results can be broken 
down even finer, such as math prob- 
lem solving, procedures, computa- 
tion in context, etc. The same infor- 
mation breakdown is available in 
language and in the sciences. 

Mrs. Boyd acknowledged that the 
10th and Ilth grade scores were 
disappointing, but this is a statewide 
problem, She told board members 
that teachers and administrators are 
searching for some way to motivate 
students in these grades to put more 
effort into the testing, She explained 
that since the SAT test grades are 
not reflected on report cards, it is 
hard to get the test taken seriously 
by the older students. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
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action. Another problem they men 
tioned was vehicles parked in the 
street, making it impossible for 
emergency vehicles to pass.

City Clerk Donnie Morrow said 
the city attorney was looking into 
the matter with the health depart- 
ment and some action on the prob- 
lem is expected in the very near 
future. 

Grimes closed the meeting with 
comments on the city’s operating 
budget. He noted that revenues have 
been limited, with sales tax totals 
lower than projections. The shortfall 
is about $40,000, but Grimes said 
during the last couple of months the 
flow of funds has picked up, partial- 
ly to a better system of collection by 
the state tax agency over that of the 
private firm previously used, 

Grimes also pointed out budget 
overruns in several departments. He 
attributed most of these problems to 
the extra manpower required during 
the flood and cleanup of the flood 
damage.

County Commissioners get update on E-911

The bimonthly meeting of the 
Coftee County Commission started 
out with what appeared to be a 
record-breaking short meeting but 
that was not to be. It lasted almost an 
hour not including the bill-signing 
session. 

There were no items listed under 
either heading of old or new busi- 
ness; however, Charles Webb, direc- 
tor of Coffee County’s Emergency 
Management Agency, gave commis- 
sioners a brief update on the imple- 
mentation of the county-wide E-911 
system. 

He commented that the assigning 
of E-911 addresses for the county 
was about 99 percent complete for 
the whole county. 

Webb told commissioners that one 
major move was being made this 
week in converting to the use of E- 
911 addresses as postal addresses. 

All rural routes serviced by the 
Enterprise Post Office will switch to 
the address assigned to each resi- 
dence by the E-911 addressing pro- 
ject as the permanent mailing 
address. 

“Residents of all the Enterprise 
routes will be receiving a notice in 


computer 


the mail that they should start using 
their new address now,” said Webb. 
“By the way, that’s being commonly 
referred to as the 911 address, I'd 
like to stress that’s not just the 911 
address - that’s is the new address - 
period!” 

The director also noted that there 
are sull those residents which have 
not respond to the request for infor- 
mation, 

“I'd like to stress that anyone who 
has not given us their family infor- 
mation such as telephone number, 
number of people in the family, etc., 
Will not be in the emergency data 
base until we receive that informa- 
tion - so we need to hear from those 
folks,” he said. 

Webb told commissioners that he 
expected the rest of the county to 
begin switching to the new address- 
es real soon. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
presented members of the commis- 
sion with a list - and pictures - of 
“surplus” equipment that he would 
like to take to auction. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley also told commissioners 
that his office had eleven pieces of 
communication equip-

Initially, the commission, by a 
vote of 4-3 (Commissioners Bernest 
Brooks, Kayo Lewis, Robert 
Stephens, and Linda Westbrook 
voted yea while Commissioners 
Doug Dalrymple, Len Averett and 
Tom Grimsley voted nay) approved 
Tindell’s request to “carry” the sur- 
plus equipment to the J. M. Wood 
Auction in Montgomery and two 
auctions that will be held in the 
Dothan area in the near future; how- 
ever, the matter came up at the end 
of the general business session and 
that all changed. 

Tindell’s list included 25 vehicles 
(trucks, cars, tractors and a crane) 
and various pieces of other equip- 
ment, tools and automotive parts. He 
commented that by utilizing a larger 
auction, the county should realize a 
greater profit from the sale of this 
surplus equipment. 

During the discussion of the orig- 
inal motion to follow Tindell’s rec- 
ommendation, Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple commented that he felt 
county residents should have first 
Opportunity at buying the surplus 
county equipment. He noted that 
several individuals had made this 
comment to him, 

However, after discussion of the 
motion and comments on how this 


could possibly be done the motion 


passed. 
At the end of the general business 
session, Commission Chairman 


Robert Stephens brought the matter 
up again, and in fact, made a motion 
to rescind the original motion. After 
several minutes of discussing the 
motion, and ways in which to sell 
the surplus equipment, Stephens’ 
motion passed by a vote of 5 to 2. 
Commissioners Westbrook and 
Lewis opposed changing the deci 
sion already made by the commis- 
sion to follow the recommendation 
of the county engineer. 

Then, Commissioner Dalrymple 
made a motion seconded by Averett 
to hold an auction in the county to 
sell the surplus equipment. This 
motion, after several minutes of dis 
cussing on how the auction should 
be held, passed unanimously. 

The engineer was directed to 
coordinate the auction and secure an 
auctioneering firm to handle the 
sale. Tindell stated that he would try 
to arrange with the auction company 
to have other equipment from the 
surrounding area brought in to help 
“attract” a crowd of buyers. 

Tindell asked for the passage of a 
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Coffee County School System's 
1998-99 year off to good start 


Cotfee County's schools got off 
to a good start when students 
returned to the campus” on 
Wednesday of last week. 

“We had the best opening we've 
ever had in Coffee County,” said 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden. 

Bowden commented the county- 
wide enrollment in the three (3) 
schools was down about thirty (30) 
students from last year’s number; 
however, he added, this is normal 
and he expects this number to 
increase as the year progresses. 

The board met last Thursday and 
held budget hearings and on Friday 
in a special called meeting adopted 
the largest budget ever for the 
Cotfee County School System, This 
year’s budget totals 
$12,738,039,00, The 8.5 percent 
pay increase for teachers accounted 
for much of the increase in this 
year’s budget according to the 
superintendent. 

Superintendent Bowden reported 
that the system started this year 
with a balance of $700,000.00 in 
the general fund and with federal 


funds added this figure comes to 
$1,123,818.00. 

He noted that the number of 
employees in the countywide sys 
tem totals 241 with 150 teacher 
units. Of that 150 teachers, 135 
salaries are totally funded by the 
state while 7 are federally funded 
and the remaining are funded total 
ly by the county. 

The board approved the hiring of 
one new teacher in Thursday meet- 
ing. Lisa Duebelt was employed as 
an English teacher at Zion Chapel! 
High School. 

Other changes in personnel were 
as follows:

A concentrated effort by the entire community can allow 
more of these “after the flood” articles to reflect the positive aspects of 
life in Elba, 


Last week when writing in this column about the various agencies 
actively working to help the Elba recovery, all our notes didn’t make the 
column, Alabama National Guard engineering experts have been seen 
poking their noses around the river and creeks during the past several 
weeks. For the benefit of those who have seen them and still don’t know 
... they are studying ways their engineering units can help with flood 
prevention, without duplicating the efforts of the Army Corp of 
Engineers. They must also be careful not to anger the environmentalists 
of the world (one bright young man suggested that we do that angering 
kind of work after dark). Seriously, a lot of activities around waterways 
and wetlands are prohibited without public hearings and prior approval 
of various government agencies. Every effort is being made to avoid 
violating these regulations. The two Guard colonels we have seen in 
Elba ‘appear to be knowledgeable of their work and hopefully they can 
convince the engineering board to include some Elba work in their 
upcoming schedule.

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EMA’S encourage renters & property 
owners to purchase flood insurance 


With hurricane season officially 
in, the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA), the 
Alabama Emergency Management 
Agency, and the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency 
encourage renters and property 
owners - especially those in the 
Gulf Coast area - to purchase flood 
insurance policies now to provide 
financial protection from flood 
waters and storm surge. 

“Buying flood insurance is one of 
the most important things anyone 
can do to help themselves recover 
from a flood disaster,” FEMA 
Director James Lee Witt said. 
“Recent changes in the law allow us 
to make sure more people have this 
coverage and keep it.” 

The National Flood Insurance 
Program (NFIP), administered by 
FEMA, makes federally-backed 
flood insurance available in com- 
munities that adopt and enforce 
floodplain management ordinances 
to reduce future flood damage. 

“Coffee County is a participant in 
the NFIP,” Coffee County 
Emergency Management Deputy 
Director Terry Wilkins said. Flood 
insurance may be purchased from 
insurance companies and licensed 
insurance agents. 

“Standard homeowner's or busi- 
ness insurance policies do not cover

flood losses,” Wilkins said. “Home 
insurance coverage must be pur 
chased separately and you must 
keep in mind that there is a 30-day 
waiting period before a new flood 
insurance policy is effective.” 

For a single-family home, the 
maximum coverage amounts are 
$250,000 for the structure and 
$100,000 for its contents. 
Maximum coverages for businesses 
are $500,000 for buildings and 
$500,000 for contents. 

There are two important excep- 
tions to the 30-day waiting period. 
First, there is no waiting period fol- 
lowing the initial purchase of flood 
insurance when that purchase is in 
connection with making, increas- 
ing, extending, or renewing a mort- 
gage or construction loan; the poli- 
cy will become effective upon loan 
closing. 

Secondly, there is no waiting 
period if the initial purchase occurs 
during the 13-month period follow- 
ing the revision or updating of a 
flood insurance rate map; in this 
case, the policy will go into effect at 
12:01 a.m. the day after purchase. 

For more information concerning 
flood insurance, residents may con- 
tact their insurance agent or the 
Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency.

CODE OF CONDUCT 


The Elba City Board of Education is 


Formal Disciplinary Actions 


The following is a list of alternative methods for disciplinary action 
which may be administered by the school principal or his/her designee to 
students enrolled in the Elba City Schools: 


A. SCHOOL BUS SUSPENSION 


A student may be denied the privilege of riding a school bus because of 
misconduct on the bus for a reasonable and specified period of time. The 
parents/guardians will be notified in writing of the student's school bus 
suspension 


B. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


The use of corporal punishment should follow the use of other correc- 
tive measures which have failed to improve student behavior. Prior to the 
administration of corporal punishment, the student shall be given an 
opportunity to explain his/her actions. When corporal punishment is 
required, it shall be administered with care, tact, and caution by the prin- 
cipial or teacher according to board policy. A second member of the pro- 
fessional staff shall be present to serve as witness and shall be informed 
of the reasons for the punishment prior to it being administered. Corporal 
punishment shall not be administered in the visual presence of students. 

All cases of corporal punishment shall be documented by the person 
administering the punishment. Included in this documentation should be 
written explanation of the reasons for the corporal punishment and the 
name of the witness. 

Corporal punishment shall not be administered in the presence of visi- 
tors. No teacher is allowed to administer corporal punishment for another 


teacher. 


_ OUT-OF-SCHOOL SUSPENSION 


C. OUT-OF-SCHOOL SUSPENSION 


A student may be placed on out-of-school, suspension by the principal. 
This disciplinary measure is the removal of a student from school for vio- 
lation of school policies, rules or regulations, or for otherwise causing 
interference with or disruption of the orderly operation of the school. 
Situations which might dictate out-of-school suspension include: 1) pro- 
cedure for expulsion of student being exercised, 2) presence of student 
poses an immediate and continuing threat to him/herself, others, and or 
school property: 3) violation of school regulations. Procedures for out-of- 
school suspension will be enacted in accordance with Board policy. 


_IN-SCHOOL SUSPENSION PROGRAM 


D. INSSCHOOL SUSPENSION FRUGKRA™M 


(SS) 


The Elba City School In -School Suspension Program consists of a 
supervised detention area during the school day. This provides for an 
alternative school setting away from and separate from the regular class- 
room and student body. Students may be assigned to this program on 
either a short term (3 days) or term (5 days) basis. Students assigned to 
ISS will not be allowed to associate with the student body during the peri- 
od of time they are assigned to this program nor participate in sports, 
cheerleading, band or any other school activity, nor are they to go on 
school related trips or outings. Bathroom breaks and lunch breaks will be 
scheduled at a time that does not conflict with other breaks or lunch peri- 
ods. Students will be under the constant supervision of the ISS supervisor. 

Students will be required to complete all assignments from the regular 
classroom teachers during the time they are confined to the ISS program. 
The assignments, reports, tests, etc., will be graded by the regular class- 
room teacher. 

Students will not be allowed to talk, confer, walk around, attend assem- 
blies, sleep, use the phone, or leave class while assigned to the ISS room. 
While a student is assigned to ISS he/she may not drive on campus. 

The length of time assigned to the ISS may be extended for any student 
that fails to abide by or adhere to established ISS rules, 

All students assigned to the ISS program will be assigned by the prin- 
cipal or assistant principal for reasons as stated in the Code of Conduct 
Guidelines given below: 


Classification of Violations 


Violations of the Code are divided into three classes: Class I - Minor, 
Class I - Major, and Class HI - Terminal, Each classification is followed 
by a disciplinary procedure to be followed by the principal or his 


designee. 

In the following classes of violations and disciplinary procedures, it is 
understood that the student will be provided with due process before any 
disciplinary action is taken. 


MINOR OFFENSE 


CLASS I - 


1.01 Distraction of other students - any behavior that alters the teach- 
ing process of the classroom or educational activity. 


1.02 Quarreling, minor harassment. 
1.03 Use of profane or obscene language. 


1.04 Non-conformity to dress code - any dress that is disruptive to the 
educational setting or is a hazard to the health or safety of the student. 


1.05 Minor misbehavior on a school bus. 


|.06 Inappropriate public display of affection, 


rammitted to providing an orderly, well disci- 
plined environment in which students can attend school. The schoo! administration is 
expected to implement this commitment. Students are expected to conduct themselves 
at all times in a manner that will contribute to the best interest of the school system. 
Good discipline is extremely important to the total school program and is vital to the 
development of citizenship. It is anticipated that most discipline problems can be han- 
dled between teacher, child, and parents/guardians in a calm, reasonable manner. 


1.07 Gum chewing. 

1.08 Eating or drinking in unauthorized areas. 

1.09 Locker abuse, incidental defacement, littering of school 
property. 


1.10 Possession of radios, tape players, cards, electronic games, etc. 
without written administrative approval. 


1.11 Sitting in parked vehicle after arriving at school or returning to 
vehicle during the school day without permission. 


1.12 Tardies - Procedures will be followed as outlined under “Tardies.” 


1.13 Minor physical conflicts - (ex: pushing, shoving) which stops when 
directed to do so. (It should be understood that the principal or his 
designee shall investigate all fights and make appropriate decisions 
concerning the roles of each participant). 


1.14 Disrespectful behavior - or, failure to follow specific instructions 
or school policies, disobedience. 


1.15 Any other violation which in the discretion of the principal may 
deem reasonable to fall within this category after consideration or 
extenuating circumstances. 


DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS 
FOR CLASS I OFFENSES 


First offense: In-schoo! conference, disciplinary action by teacher and 
parental contact when warranted. 


Second Offense: Parental contact when warranted and disciplinary action 
by the teacher. 


Subsequent Offenses: Corporal punishment, refer to Administrative 
Office, In-School suspension. 


CLASS Il MAJOR OFFENSE 


2.01 Illegal organizations - any attempt to use the school day for activi- 
ties that are not school related or school sponsored. 


2,02 *Gambling - any participation in games of chance for money and/or 
other things of value. 


2.03 Defiance of School Board employee’s authority - any verbal or 
non-verbal refusal to comply with lawful direction or order of a 


School Board employee. 


2.04 Possession or use of tobacco products on campus - possess on the 
person, in the locker, or in the effects of a student. 


2.05 *Vandalism - intentional and deliberate action resulting in injury or 
damage of less than $50 to public property or the real or personal 
property of another. 


2,06 *Stealing, larceny, petty theft - the intentional unlawful taking or 
carrying away, of property valued at less than $25 belonging to or in 
the possession or custody of another. 


2.07 *Possession of stolen property with the knowledge that it is stolen. 
2.08 Threats, extortion - verbal or written or printed communication 


maliciously threatening an injury to the person, property or reputa- 
tion of another.

Using topsoil in 
Centipede lawns 


STAN WINDHAM 

County Extension Agent 

Over the last several months there 
have been a large number of 
inquiries from folks with 
problems in their centipede yards. 
Many of these problems have come 
from a variety of sources. A large 
percentage of the problems have 
come from the addition of unsteril- 
ized topsoil. 

Every yard, at one time or another, 
needs to be leveled and taken care 
of, Centipede yards are no excep- 
tion — you have a little pothole, 
you have a place that is deficient, or 
some other reason you need to add a 
leveling agent to smooth out the 
yard. When you utilize topsoil that 
is not sterilized, you can introduce a 
potentially devastating weed prob- 
lem to your yard, 

The reason this is so critical in cen- 
tipede yards is that centipede is so 
sensitive to many herbicides that 
control the weeds that are growing. 
Centipede has many 
advantages:drought -hardy, low 
maintenance - but it is very sensi- 
tive to many herbicides. 

Because of this problem avoid 
using large quantities of unsteril- 
ized soil in centipede yards. If you 
have a major project, that’s a differ-

popularity that cheese enjoys, due in 
part to the many varieties. What pro- 
duces the distinctive characteristics 


ent story. You have a large hole to 
fill in or something like that, then 
you're going to have to go to 
extreme measures anyway. But if 
you have small areas that need lev- 
eling, my suggestion would be to 
utilize some of the bagged, steril- 
ized soil such as Black Kow or 
Fertile Lome or any of the many 
other products on the market. These 
products generally run about .5.5.5 
in nitrogen, phosphate, and potash. 
They have also been sterilized and 
should not, in most cases, introduce 
anew crop of weeds into your land- 
scape. 

Another question along these same 
lines centers around the use of sand 
as a leveling agent. Sand is no prob- 
lem if you don’t have to use very 
much of it. Naturally it provides 
very little nutrition to grass, but can 
work quite well in leveling out 
small indentions and imperfections 
in your yard, It works particularly 
well if you have a heavy clay soil 
where the addition of sand can actu- 
ally help to mellow the topsoil that 
is already there.

Cecil Patterson is one of the few 
Coffee County farmers who grew

cotton before and after the eradica- 
tion program came in. He and his 
four brothers have produced around 
1500 acres of cotton and 1500 acres 
of peanuts since mid-1960. 

Patterson believes that if it were 
not for the Boll Weevil Eradication 
Program, 
be in the cotton business today. He 
said before the program the 
Pattersons would spray their cotton 
8 to 12 times; growers in 
Alabama sprayed as many as 15 
20 times you did not even have 
to scout your cotton, They had so 
many acres to cover that by the time 
they finished going over all their 
cotton, they would have to turn 
around and start spraying again. 

Now the boll weevil is about for 
gotten, Because of the BWEP, cot 
ton fields are sprayed for insects on 
an average of two to four times per 
season fields are not 
sprayed at all. That has to be much 
better for the environment, 

The BWEP has had a great effect 
on the cost of growing cotton 
Spraying two times instead of 15 
adds up to big savings and higher 
yields for the farmers. 

Starting in 1987 the program cost 
each grower $35 per acre. Now 
since the boll weevil has been near- 
ly eradicated from this area, the 
intense trapping and management 
and also the cost of the program 
have gone down to $5 per acre. This

Cheese is a concentrated source of 
many of the nutrients of milk, 
including calcium, protein and 
riboflavin. Considering it takes 
about 10 pounds (five quarts) of 
milk to make one pound of cheddar 
cheese, cheese is a nutrient-dense 
food, 

Storage and Handling 

Refrigerator - Cheese should be 
refrigerated at temperatures of 35 - 
40 degrees FP. in the original wrap 
ping or container, or in waxed paper, 
transparent wrap, foil, plastic bags 
or tightly covered containers. For 
best flavor and aroma, serve cheese, 
except for fresh cheese, such as 
cream, cottage and Neufchatel, at 
room temperature. 

Freezer - Most hard cheeses can 
be frozen; however, there will be 
changes in texture, For this reason, 
thawed cheese is best used crumbled 
or shredded, in salads or as toppings, 
or in cooked dishes, 

For Best Results: 

*Freeze pieces of one-half pound 
or less * use moisture-proof and air 
tight wrapping *freeze quickly and 
store at 0 F for two or more months 
*thaw in refrigerator *use as soon as 
possible after thawing

Coach Sikes pleased with early Elba workouts 


The Elba Tigers opened their 
1998 preseason football camp last 
week, and after five days of drills, 
Coach David Sikes was pleased 
with the attitude and work habits of 
his team.

Escape & couple’s assault under investigation

The Elba Police Department, 
assisted by the 12th Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney's Office, is inves- 
tigating the possible connection 
between an escape and assault that 
occurred in Elba early Sunday 
morning. 

Shortly, before 5 a.m. (approxi- 
mately 4:45 a.m.) authorities from 
Elba Work Release alerted the 
police department that an inmate, 
James Lamar Jackson, age 33, was 
missing from the facility. They 
noted that he was originally from 
Houston County and the appropriate 
agencies were notified. 

Jackson was sentenced to 10 
years in prison for burglary and 
theft of property that occurred in 
Houston County. He had been in the 
Elba facility since March. 

At approximately 5:00 a.m., 
police received a call that a burglary 
had occurred on Co. Rd. 407. The 


dirt road connects the Kinston 
Highway (AL Hwy. 189) with the 
Packing House Road (Co. Rd. 404) 
and is located in the Shiloh 
Community within the jurisdiction 
of the Elba Police Department. 

Upon arriving at the scene, offi- 
cers discovered Amos Nathaniel 
“Pete” Smith, 73, and his wife, 
Gertrude, 70, had been assaulted. 
The couple told officers they had 
been awaken by someone beating 
on them. 

Both victims were taken to a local 
hospital by Coffee County EMS. 
Mrs. Smith was later transferred to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan where 
she was listed in guarded condition. 
Her condition was later listed as sat- 
isfactory. Mr. Smith was expected 
to be dismissed from the hospital 
soon. 

Items reported taken in the 
assault/robbery were: an undis- 
closed amount of money, a pickup 
truck, and a firearm. 


Police are looking into the possi- 
bility that both the escape and 
assault/robbery are related since 
they both occurred within a short 
period of time. 

The escapee was recaptured on 
Monday by the Houston County 
Sheriff's Department and has been 
returned to authorities in Coffee 
County. He is being held in the 
Coffee County Jail charged, at this 
time, only with escape. 

No arrests or charges have been 
filed in the assault/robbery at this 
time. Nor has the pickup, firearm or 
money have been recovered. 

The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by the Elba Police 
Department and the District 
Attorney’s Office.

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session Tuesday evening, 
August 18th for the expressed pur- 
pose of hiring two support _ staff 
members to replace a retiring bus 
driver and a resigned lunchroom 
worker. Jerome Baxley was hired as 
a regular school bus driver and 
Sherry Moore was hired as a lunch- 
room worker in the elementary 
school. 

The board also accepted the resig- 
nation of Audrey Clark as talent 
pool instructor.

She was arrest- 
ed on April 16 after being indicted 
by a grand jury. The accused has 
been and is free on a $10,000.00 
appearance bond.

January of this year. The women’s 
arrests came after an extensive 
investigation by the District 
Attorney’s office assisted by the 
Examiners of Public Accounts. 

The crime which McGlothren and 
Carter are charged with is a Class B 
felony and with conviction, carries a 
prison sentence of not less than two 
years and not more than twenty. 


Also, a fine of up to $10,000,00 
could be imposed on each of the 
women. 

In a June meeting, the Coffee 
County Commission, for which 
McGlothren worked, unanimously 
passed a resolution asking the 
District Attorney to proceed with the 
prosecution of the accused to the full 
extent of the law. 


Small army of census workers to 
be employed for Census 2000 


A small army of temporary 
workers will be needed for the first 
major activity in ramp-up to Census 
2000. About 90 jobs will be avail- 
able locally, mostly in rural commu- 
nities in Coffee County, 

The U.S. Census will hire 30,000 
temporary, part-time workers in 
communities across the nation 
between August and the end of this 
year to compile lists of where peo- 
ple live or might live. The address 
listing is the first major activity 
leading up to Census 2000. 

This year the “listers” will go 
block by block, recording the loca- 
tions and addresses of living quar- 
ters in rural and suburban area, Next 
year they will concentrate on urban 
areas. 

The actual census forms will be 
mailed in 1999 to all the addresses 
complied, and in 2000 census work- 
ers will make personal contact with 
those who did not return their cen- 
sus information, 

Hourly wages will start at $7.00 
per hour, plus approved expenses, 
such as 31 cents per mile. Job 
requirements include U. S. citizen- 
ship and access to a reliable vehicle. 
All applicants must be at least 18 
years of age or have earned a 
General Education Development 
(GED) degree and be at least 16 

Legal non-residents will be 
accepted in areas where not enough 
citizens apply. Military veterans , 


by law, will be given hiring prefer- 
ence. 

Those persons hired will have a 
paid training period 

Also required is a Civil Service 
test. These tests will be adminis- 
tered each Thursday at | p.m. at the 
State Employment Office located 
on Boll Weevil Circle in Enterprise 
A government application must be 
filled out prior to taking the exam 

The test, which consists of 28 
multiple questions, will 
measure an individual’s skills and 
abilities required to perform a vari- 
ety of Census jobs - reading, math, 
following instructions and map- 
reading.
